Prisoner Makes Full Avowal. 
According to the confession made by How- 
ard, who has an alias of Hunt, a few hours 
after his arrest, he and his fellow prisoner, 
Louis Crawford, alias Albert H. Emory, were 
the ones who took the body from a hospital on 
Tremont street, Boston, and threw the dis- 
membered portions, concealed in dress suit- 
cases, and a hand satchel, into Winthrop 
(Mass.) harbor. Howard denies that he knows 
anything about the cutting up of the body, 
while Crawford refuses to say‘a word. How- 
ard reluctantly admitted that the dead girl's 
head was dropped into the harbor in a hand 
satchel, heavily weighted with shot. 


Plans Cunningly Laid. 

Howard's story of how the suit cases and 
the satchel were disposed of reveals a well 
prepared plan to conceal the murder. He 
says he has known Crawford, who, if How- 
ard’s story is to be believed, is the archcon- 
spirator in the thing, about two years. They 
were engaged in the theatrical business in 
various ways—at times as advance agents 
and in minor jobs. 

They became friendly to such an extent 
that when Howard found himself in Boston 
in the early part of September without money 
or work, he went to Crawford (there doesn't 
seem to be any doubt that that is his name) 


a 

Finally, on the Ateétioon of Sept. 19, How- 
ard called on Crawford at Dr. Bishop’s house. 
He said he was out of work and something 
would have to be done. Crawford told him 
a woman had died in the * hospital,’’ and the 
body would have to be disposed of. 


Howard Promised $100 for Job. 

That was about 1 o’clock in the afternoon. 
Howard apparently assented to the proposi- 
tion without much urging, for when Craw- 
ford told him to come back at 8 o’clock at 
night he was there. The “ hospital” was 
locked, but Howard waited and in a few min- 
utes Crawford came along: 

It is evident from Howard's story that at 
this meeting Crawford and Howard went 
over the plans for getting rid of the body. 
Howard wanted $100 to carry out his part 
of " er and Crawford agreed to pay 
it to him. 

Crawford showed Howard two dress suit 
cases and a satchel. Acting Inspector 
O’Brien, who questioned Howard, couldn't 
get a definite statement from him that he 
knew what the suit cases held, but O’Brien 
gathered that one of the cases had the legs 
and arms of the woman and other the torso. 
Although Howard professed not to know 
what the satchel contained, he admitted 
after a lot of pressing it was well filled 
with shot so it would sink easily. They the 
inspector practically got Howard to say the 
woman’s head also was in the satchel. 


Head in Shot Weighted Satchel. 

It was late in the evening when they left 
the ‘“‘hospital.”” Howard says he carried 
one of the suit cases and a satchel. They 
walked to the ferry and took a boat for 
East Boston. It was Crawford's intention, 
Howard says, to drop one suit case and 
satchel overboard as soon as they got into 
midstream, but it was moonlight and there 
were a number of people on the boat and 
they feared discovery. i 

So they staid on the boat until they got 
to East Boston and rode on a trolley car 
te Orient Heights. They walked around a 
little, so a8 not to create any suspicion, got 
a drink or two, and then took the trolley 
again back to East Boston. They had to 
wait some time in the ferry house for a boat. 

At last the boat came and they got aboard 
with their bundles. All the passengers went 
to the front of the boat, but Howard and 
Crawford staid aft. 

As soon as the boat got well out of the slip— 
it was only a minute or two~—Crawford 
grabbed the satchel, thé one loaded with 
shot, Jumped swiftly to the side of the boat, 
and dropped it over. Then they waited until 
the boat had gone some distance, a trifle 
more than half way to Boston, and the large 
bag went over as the satchel haddone. How- 
ard says Crawford did the job. 


Carry Torso in a Cab. 

Back in Soston again, Howard and Craw- 
ford went straight to the “ hospital.”’ This 
time they got the second suit case, which was 
heavier than the other, and in which Capt. 
O’Brien thinks the torso was packed. Craw- 
ford carried the bag and they walked down 
Tremont street to Boylston. On the corner 
was a highthawk cabman and Crawford 
hailed Bim. 

The driver jumped off and wanted to assist 
Crawford by handing the bag into the cab. 
Crawford shoved him aside. He hauled the 
bag into the cab ané Howard climbed in after 
him. The driver was told to go to the ferry 
for Chelsea, a suburb of Boston, where there 
was a wait as there was no boat in the slip. 

When the boat came they boarded it, but 
separated. Crawford staid aft and dumped 
the bag overboard. When the boat got to 
Chelsea they got into the cabagain and drove 
around for awhile, when they returned to 
Boston on the same boat. Crawford left the 
cab a few blocks from the “ hospital” and 
Howard got off at Dudley street and dis- 
missed the cabman. 

The next morning Howard called on Craw- 
ford for his $100. Crawford gave him $60.

FIND MISS HILL IN PRISON. 


Police Discover Missing Woman 
in the Bridewell. 


SENT THERE FOR LARCENY.

six days, and the subject of mystery and 
speculation, has been found. 

Recognised from @ newspaper photo- 
graph, published as an incident of thé wide- 
spread police hunt, she was found yesterday. 
She was 4 prisoner in the house of correction, 
to which she had been committed on @ 
charge of larceny and disorderly conduct on 
the day following that of her disappearance. 

The discovery added another to the many 
paradoxical phases of the woman’s exist- 
ence exposed since the search of the police 
was begun, and the possibility that the choir 
singer, sociologist, philosopher, coquette, 
slum visitor, and erratic wanderer may have 
added the vocation of professional shoplifter 
to her other acquirements is strongly sus- 
pected by the police. As for herself, she 
said she was not sorry to have beer in the 
bridewell. She was a student of penology 
and had grasped the chance to make some 
studies there. 

Telephone Call for Release. 

The first tangible information received by 
the police concerning the whereabouts of 
the woman who had so suddenly vanished on 
the morning of Oct. 9 was from the Rev. Dr. 
Jacoby, dean of the Moody Bible institute. 
Shortly before 4 p. m. a telephone message 
was received at the church. Dr. Gray of the 
church choir was asked to go to the house of 
correction. The message told of a member 
of the cheir who was locked up there under 
the name of Mrs. Harold. 

The real name of the prisoner was not 
given, but, suspecting it might be the missing 
choir member, Dr. Jacoby, who had received 
the message in the absence of Dr. Gray, no- 
tifled Detective Rohan. The latter, accom- 
panied by the clergyman, started to the place 
prepared to secure the release of the woman. 

As they reached the entrance of the bride- 
well the two men were surprised to meet Miss 
Hill herself, accompanied by Mrs. H. E. 
Brown, in whose house at 244 Ohio street 
Miss Hill had lived. “Mrs. Brown had re- 
sponded to an earlier telephone call from the 
prison and had paid the $10 necessary to se- 
cure the release of Mics Hill, whose sentence 
had almost expired. The woman was taken 
by Detective Rohan'‘to the Chicago avenue 
police station to explain the cause of her ab- 
sence and silence. 

Arrested in Department Store. 

From the police records the detectives had 
learned that the woman was arrested at 5 p. 
m. on Oct. 9, in the department store of Car- 
son, Pirie, Scott & Co., by Mrs. Seaverns, a 
house detective, who had seen her steal a silk 
waist. 

The prisoner gave the name of “ Mrs. Annie 
Harold, aged 90; occupation, writer.” On the 
following morning,.on a plea of guilty of dis- 
orderly conduct, she was fined $20 by Justice 
Caverly and sent the same afternoon to the 
bridewell to serve a sentence of forty-three 
days. The charge of larceny had been dis- 


missed. 


uneventful until other women prisoners saw 
the picture of the missing woman in the 
papers and called the attention of the matron 
to the similarity in appearance. The matron 
secured an admission from the supposed Mrs. 
Harold that she was Miss Hill. The Moody 
church people and the boarding house keeper 
were then notified. 


Attempts to Conceal Identity. 

As Miss Hill left the prison late in the 
afternoon, she still was attired in the thin 
taffeta -waist and skirt she wore when she 
left her boarding house the morning before 
her arrest. A coneiderable fall of rain and 
sleet beat upon her as she pressed close to 
the protecting form of her companion, and 
bent her head to avold scrutiny. 

As the detective stepped forward and greet- 
ed her by name no look of understanding 
came to her face. She shook her head de- 
terminediy and preseed on to pass him. 
Again he sc, ature her, and she curtly an- 
swered: 

“ You are mistaken, sir.” 

Then she saw the face of Dr. Jacoby, and 
for a moment her resolution weakened. 

“I didn’t think you were coming,” she 


Miss Hill's residence in the bridewell was’ 


half whispered. “I had sent for some one 
who would know and understand me. This 
is all a terrible mistake—a misunderstand- 
ing. I can’t explain it now, but 1 will soon 
—soon——’’ 

Then she was taken to the Chicago avenue 
police station. 


Refuses to Answer Questions. 


In the office of Police Captain Healy she 
remained for two hours, while the policemen 
endeavored to clicit from her information 
concerning her experiences prior to her dis- 
appearance and the cause of her silence since

Tells of Arrest and Fine. 


“When I left my home on Oct. 9,” she 
said, “I decided to go downtown. I mailed 
my letters there. I went to a publishing 
house where I purchased some books which 
I intended selling. I paid $40 ind had some 
money left. Then I went to an office in 
Dearborn street to see about some gas stock 
I owned. I won't say where it was. After 
that I went shopping. In the store where I 
was arrested I had purchased several articles 
and unfortunately threw the sale slips away. 

“As it was cold I placed the silk waist 
inside my waist to protect me from the cold 
while going home. Then they seized me ard 
threatened me before taking me to the sta- 
tion, 

“I was taken to a horrible cell in a south 
side station (the Harrison street annex), 
which was filled with parasites and filth. I 
was sick in the morning when the store po- 
liceman visited me and said if I would plead 
guilty and sign a paper I would be fined but 
$5. I thought that the easiest way out of the 
matter and signed it. Then I was brought 
before a judge and instructed to say I was 
guilty. Four children who had stolen things 
from another store were released, but Iwas 
fined $20. I had money, but did not know 
I could pay my fine, and was taken to the 
house of correction. 


Interested in Prison Study. 


“Then I became interested. I always 
was interested in sgtiological study and de- 
cided I would stay the full time and study 
the place and the prisoners. I wanted to find 
out what was done with the taxpayers’ 
money that is poured out on the institution. 
It was awful. The meals were insufficient 
and the work laborious to an extreme. 

“ When I felt I could bear it no longer I 
made efforts to communicate with friends, 


I resolved to stay until the end. Today, 
however, the matron asked me if I was not 
Miss Hill, declaring she had recognized me 
from a photograph reproduced in a paper. 
I admitted my identity and she notified my 
friends."’ 


Reticent About Love Passages. 


Migs Hill was asked concerning her appar- 
ent poverty, as written in her diary and the 
love passages entered in the book. 

“(M- diary,” she said, * I have keptsincel 
was 16 years old. 
my own. eyes. Mr. Douglas is merely a dear 
friend to me, nothing more.” 

Frank Kimball, 3044 Lake Park avenue, a 
cousin of the woman, appeared in the station 
to seek tidings of her in the evening, and was 
told she was there. Both appeared pleased 
at the meeting, and they left the place to- 
gether. The police did not attempt to hold 
her. . “She tolé Capt. Healy she would leave 

‘Chicago at once, although she did not state 
her destination. 

Many silk waists, dresses, and shoes were 
found in the trunk of the woman when the 
investigation was started. All were new or 
little used and the number and variety were 
commented upon by the Investigators. De- 
partment store detectives will ask permission 
to examine them today. 


Bible Her Favorite Book. 


In the house of correction Miss Hill had 
attracted no particular attention. She had 
sewed in the morning and read to the female 
prisoners in the afternoon. The bible had 
been her favorite book. 

The matron had questioned her several 
times concerning her name and place of 
abode, but the woman had evaded the subject 
until shown the picture of herself in a news- 
paper. She made no effort to notify her 
friends, despite her declarations that the 
messages had gone astray. It is thought she 
intended completing the sentence and leaving

Criticism for Czar’s Decree. 

The imperial decree creating the cabinet 
ministers under the imperial manifesto 
granting a constitution to Russia was gazet- 
ted yesterday and has already aroused criti- 
cism, as the-machinery is extremely compli- 
cated and smacks of the old fashioned bu- 
reaucratic régime. The relations of the cabi- 
net to the council of the ernpire or upper 
chamber and the imperial dcuma or popu- 
lar chamber are not clear because the pow- 
ers of these bodies are yet to he defined under 
the manifesto. 

Two features are especially unsatisfactory. 
While the cabinet has no authority to de- 
cide matters within the competency of the 
legislative bodies, no measure of “ general 
importance’’ can be introduced into the 
chambers without the sanction of the cabi- 
net, and another provision requires that when 
the cabinet is unanimous the premier must 
go to the emperor and reccive instructions. 
This would seem to make the final authority 
go back to the emperor. 

Moreover, all questions affecting the im- 
perieal court and domains, the army and 
navy, and foreign affairs, are specifically 
excluded from the competency of the cabi- 
net without direct imperial authority. 


_ Power in Premier’s Hands. 

Nothing is said in the decree about the pre- 
mier or ministers being responsible to the 
national assembly or responding to interpel- 
lations, but care is taken to consolidate the 
power in the hands of the premier, or, as he is 
termed, president of the eabinet, and especi- 
ally to prevent an individual minister from 
going to the emperor with a report without 
previously submitting it to the premier. 

Should the premier not approve of a report 
he has the privilege of being present when 
the minister presents it to the emperor and 
of staung his objections. 

This provision is designed to put an end to- 
the practice of one minister undermining an- 
other, which has been one of the most vicious 
features of the old régime and the cause of 
untold confusion. 


Trepoff’s Appeal to People. 

Gen. Trepoff’s manifesto was published 
yesterday in the Official Messenger in the 
form of an appeal for the support of the 
people in Inaugurating the new régime. It 
says: | 

“The government counts on the sympa- 
thies of the majority of the population who 
desire to see calm restored in the country. 
In order to inaugurate successfully the new 
order of things, th government must labor 
with unswerving firmness and energy, but it 
is necessary that the population be imbued. 
with the idea that it is given to no one to 
alter by a single stroke the whole normal 
life of the Russian state, and to replace it 
by a new order of things which demands an 
enormous amount of legislation as well 
as a whole series of administration meas- 
ures... : 

“Until that is accomplished the existing 


laws must remain ip force, but the govern- 


ment will do all within possibility to see that

WARSHIPS WATCH FISHERMAN. 


Situation on Newfoundland Herring 
Banks More Complicated—Ameri- 
' cans May Ask for Protection.

St. Johns,, ag F., Nov. 2.—The herring fish- 
ery situa at Bay of Islands was made 
more canaiie ted yesterday when the steam- 
er Active, carrying eight small boatloads of 
local fishermen, sailed with the intention of 
proceeding outside the three mile limit and 
there transferring the fishermen to American 
fishing vessels, on which they would ship as 
members of the crews. The colonial cruiser 
Fiona chased the Active and threat-- 
ened it with seigure if it went beyond the 
three mile limit without clearance papers. 
The Americans are indignant and threaten to 
appeal to Washington for a warship. The 
British cruiser Latona is patrolling the bay 
to prevent collisions between the rival fisher- 
men. 


FETES END WITH A TRAGEDY. 


Three Italian Naval Officers Lost at 
Close of Celebration in Har- 
bor at Genoa.

NOTES FROM FOREIGN LANDS. 


PARIS—Advices received by the foreign office here 
say that the Venezuelan government suspended 
for a day the dispatch of cable messages to 
the United States, France, and Great Britain. 
The American and British ministers at Caracas 
have protested. The ground for the suspension 
was that the government had not received a re- 
ply to a cable message sent to an agent abroad. 


LONDON—The British government has replied to 
the proposal of Germany for the withdrawal of 
the foreign troops from the province of Chil, 
China, to the effect that Great Britain is willing 
to consider, with the powers concerned, the best 
means of withdrawing the troops gradually. Ne- 
gotiations to this end are now going on. 


PANAMA-—Secretary Taft, who arrived at Colon 
this morning, arrived here at noon and was re- 
ceived at the station by a special government 
commission. In company with Gov. Magoon the 
secretary this afternoon paid a visit to President 
Amador and his cabinet.

Duck Hunter Killed. 

La Crosse, Wis., Nov. 2.—Edward Brieske, 
aged 16 years, was killed today by the acci- 
dental discharge of his shotgun while hunting 
ducks on Black river et New Amsterdam.

The authorities here have no doubt of the 
correctness of the news of the massacre, 
since the recetpt of a confirmatory dispatch 


_by.the New York Presbyterian board of 


foreign missions, stating that Dr. Eleanor 
E. Chesnut of Illinois, Mrs. Ella C. Machle 


and her daughter Aimile of Philadelphia, 


John Rogers Peale of Pennsylvania, and 
Mrs. Peale, his wife, of Maryland, had been 
slain by the Chinese. 

The matter has been called to the atten- 


tion of the state department, and instrugtions 


will be sent immediately to American 


agents in the far east to insure protection 


for the Americans still alive at Lienchow, 


and for the reparation for the outrage per- 


petrated upon the American mission.

Inquiry Will Be Difficult. 


Before a formal demand for reparation can 


be presented by this government it will be” 


necessary to have an investigation made by 
competent officials. As there is no consular 
officer nearer Lienchow than Canton, 860 
miles away, and as traveling overiand is 
difficult and would take considerawle time it 
is expected that the commander of the war- 
ship which will pe sent will be intrusted with 


the duty of making a complete report of the 


facts. 

Ten years ago serious riots occurred in the 

province of Szechuen, which also lies in south 
China, as a result of which twenty-five Amer- 
icans were hunted like rats and cofnpelled to 
fly from their houses, which were burned, 
one of the Americans beinginjured. In order 
to obtain all the light possible a commission 
was appointed by this government consisting 
of a consul and a naval officer, who proceeded 
to Szechuen and made an exhaustive inquiry. 
Twenty-six criminals were beheaded as a re- 
sult of the investigation,’and a number of 
high officials, including the viceroy of the 
province, were degraded. 
_ Some friends of the missionaries in this 
city believe it would be wise for the govern- 
ment to form a similar commission, which 
should be intrusted with the duty of making 
a thorough investigation and establishing the 
causes of the attack tipon the mission as well 
as fixing the guilt upon the persons actually 
responsible. 


Massacre Due to Boycott? 

There is some apprehension that the mias- 
Sacre is the consequence of the agitation 
started in China in consequence of the trou- 
ble caused by the immigration question. The 
boycott of American goods wae industriously 
advocated in every part of the empire and 
among the ignorant Chinese the effect waa to 
arouse considerable hostility toward. Amer- 
icans. Sir Chentung Liang Cheng, the Chi- 
nese minister, does not believe this was the 
case. 

“ Every one knows in China,’ he said, 
“that the boycott was not directed against 
the Americans, either missionary, merchant, 
or whatever his calling, but was aimed solely 
at the traffic in American goods. Through the 
influence of my government the boycott was 
brought to a stop some weeks ago. 

“I have heard of no trouble in Quanatine 
province. Certainly there have been no 
anti-foreign outbreaks for a long time and 
I had believed this feeling had been stamped 
out. Numerous edicts have been issued by 
the emperor requiring the protection of for- 
eigners, and explaining particularly that mis- 
sionaries do not come among them to do 
harm, but to uplift them and to work for 
their welfare. 

“ Lienchow, where the crime fs reported to 
have been committed, is near the border of 
Tongking and it is difficult, as you are aware, 
to preserve order in those sections of a coun- 
try. 

“There is no doubt that if the murders 
have been. committed, my government will 
not wait for any demands to be made upon 
it, but will act at once to bring the murderers 
to justice and to punish any delinquent offi- 


cials. 
China’s Rapid Progress. 


“It is possible an investigation will show 
that the attack upon the mission was made 
by outlaws. I have heard, as I have said, of 
no anti-foreign sentiment of an extent that 
would cause riots. In fact, the people of 
China are making progress in western civ!}- 
ization to a degree little understood abroad. 
The viceroy of the province of Chili, in which 
Peking Is situated, will not permit the indue- 
tion into office of any man'‘who has not been 
abroad for at least six months. If an ap- 
pointee has not spent that much time in a 
foreign country prior to his selection, then 
he fs authorized to go abroad and his expenses 
are pald. A larger number of students than 
hitherto is being sent to America and Europe. 
Steps are being taken to educate the people 
in self-government so that they will be fitted 
eight or ten years hence to understand the 
meaning of the constitution and the reeponsi- 
bilities and advantages which such an instru- 
ment confers.” 

There is a large number of American mis- 
sionaries scattered all over southern China, 
but Sir Chentung Liang Cheng is confident 
they are in no danger, and that if necessary 
adequate measures will be taken by his gov- 
ernment to provide them with protection. 


Missionaries Have Rights There. 

Since 1897 no question has existed as tothe 
right of American missionaries to live in 
the interior of China, so that the Chinese goy- 
ernment, even did it wish to do so, cannot 
claim that the Americans at Lienchow were 
there without authority and therefore part- 
ly responsible. In that year Minister Denby 
obtained an admission from the Chinese gov- 
ernment that American missjoraries had the 
right to reside in the interior, and even to 
buy land wherever they desired. Mr. Den- 
by, moreover, insisted that local officials 
should be held to personal accountability for 
every outrage against foreigners occurring 
in their jurisdiction. This since has been the 
policy of the United States, and it found 
expression by all the powers following the 
boxer outbreak, when the Chinese govern- 
ment was compelled to punish every official 


| guilty of failure to properly protect mission- 


aries and others within the districte where 
they ruled. 

Besides directly punishing these officials, 
the Chinese government published for two 
years in all cities and districts of the em- 
pire edicts prohibiting forever under pain of 
death membership in any anti-foreign so- 
ciety; prohibiting examinations of a literary 
character in all cities where foreigners had 
been massacred or subjected to cruel treat- 
ment, and declaring that all governors and 
provincial or local officials should be held 
responsible for order in their respective dis- 
tricts, and that In case of new anti-foreign 
troubles or other infractions of treaties 
which*should not be immediately repressed 
and authors of which should not be punished, 
these officials would be immediately dis- 
missed without the possibility of being given 
new functions or new honors.

CHINESE WOUND A MISSIONARY 


Miss E. G. Patterson, Another Victim of 
Massacre, Escapes to Prefect’s 
House.

YOUNG WOMAN ARRESTED 
AFTER STRANGE SHOOTING. 


Clara Bosse Inquires for Paul H. Colo- 
mer at County Hospital and Tells 
Contradictory Stories to Police. 


A complication that puzzled the police en- 
tered yesterday afternoon into the case of 
Paul H. Colomer, who was found at Des- 
plaines and Madison streets after he had 
been shot. A 19 year old girl, whose name 
was learned to be Clara Bosse, 609 North 
Lincoln street, called at the county hospital 
to see Colomer, who had been taken there 
and was in a critical condition. ¢ 

The detectives at the patient’s bedside ar- 
rested the girl. She had tn her handbag an 
empty revolver of the same caliber as that 
by which Colomer was wounded. When 
taken to the Desplaines street police station 
she became involved in a maze of contradic- 
tory statements. 

She denied knowing Colomer, but would 
not tell how she knew his name. She said 
at first that the revolver had been given-her 
by a man named James Crawford, who did 
the shooting, and later said that the weapon 
had been given her by her father.

The 
crowds resisted angrily, and a café on Ring- 
strasse was almost demolished: There were 


. no policemen among the injured. 


This outbreak, it is believed, will inaugu- 
rate a series of violent demonstrations, the 


. attitude of the police having incensed the 


labor party *nd determined them to press 
their demands at any price.

COURT RESTRAINS FATHER 
FROM KIDNAPING HIS SON. 


Judge Also Forbids William R. Cass 
from Molesting Child’s Mother, Who 
Is Suing for Separate Maintenance. 


Richard Cass, 14 months old, was the vic- 
tim of three kidnaping adventures in two 
days, and there is no telling how many more 


times he would have been stolen had not. 


Judge Mack issued an injunction to protect 
him. 

The injunction restrains the father, William 
R. Cass, an inspector In the employ of the 
National Life Insurance company, from 
molesting his wife Mattie, or again stealing 
the boy. 

When the child was born Mrs. Cass went to 
her parents in Cincinnati. The husband did 
not see the boy until it was 9-months old. 
When Mrs. Cass returned to her husband 
things were no better, and on Oct. 28 last she 
announced her intention of leaving him. 

She went to the rallroad station last Tues- 
day intending to take a train to Cincinnati. 
Cass trailed along in the rear, and while she 
was buying the ticket he grabbed the child 
and led him away. With the ala of the Hyde 
Park police Mrs. Cass found her baby the 
next day, only to take him home for a few 
hours and find him gone again. 

After instructing her lawyers, Orr & Went- 
worth, in the Reaper block, to get the injune- 
tion she took a friend and went to the resi- 
dence of her husband’s mother, 406 Sixty- 
sixth street, forced her way in, and took the 
boy downtown. The injunction papers were 
served on Cass last night. 


JUDGE BAKER OF INDIANA 
WILL NOT BE PROSECUTED. 


Department of Justice Decides to Do 
Nothing in Regard to His Action in 
Urging Political Contributions. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 2.—[Special.]~— 
United States Circult Judge Francis E. Baker 
of Indiana will not be called upon to plead 
to an indictment charging him with violating 
the civil service, law, which prohibits the 
collection of campaign assessments from 
government employés. This'is the crux of a 
report submitted to the president by the de- 
partment of justice, which has just concluded 
an investigation of the charges against Judge 
Baker by the civil service commission, 

It will be recalled that about three weeks 
ago the commission referred to the depart- 
ment evidence it had collected against the 
jurist, and that the department delegated 
one of its officials to go to Indiana to ascer- 
tain upon what it was based, and whether 
prosecution would lie against him. 

Henry F. Green, a member of the commis- 
sion, conducted the original examination the 
latter part of September. He found, accord- 
ing to his official statement of the cage, that 
several clerks emplcyed in the postoffice 
at Goshen, Ind., had been urged by Judge 
Baker to subscribe 5 per cent of their sal- 
aries to the republican campaign fund three 
years ago, The clerks stated to the commis- 
sioner that the judge had pointed cut to them 
the political expediency of making such con- 
tributions,

Coroner Promises Some ‘esiie 
_ Faets in Spite of Threats 


Mount Vernon, O., Nov. 2.—[§ }--The 
inquest into the death of Stuart L. Pierson, 
the Kenyon. college student who met his 
death at Gambier while ‘‘ waiting.’’ to be in- 
itiated into a fraternity, was begun here to- 
day, and some surprising revelations were 
brought to light. 

The coroner has in his possession two pieces 
of rope, some cotton, and two towels, which 
were found near the scene of the tragedy. It 
is believed that if the uses to which these. 
articles were put can be determined the mys- 
tery of how young Pierson came to be on the 
railroad track when he was killed will be 
cleared up. It is believed witnesses will be 
found the will testify as to whether he was. 
tied to the track. 


Would Suppress Enquiry. 

A disposition from several quarters to sup- 
press the investigation by threats is appar- 
ent. In this connection Coroner Scarbor- 
ough has received a letter signed “* Eleven 
menrbers of the Cleveland alumni of Ken 
yon college.” The writer asks that “ harsh 
procedure be discontinued and a hopeless un- 
dertaking be dropped.’’ The letter ends as 
follows: 

* We don’t want to make any threats, but 
we are in a position to make matters unpleas- 
ant for some one, providing this matter is 
not stilled at once.” 

The letter was mailed from Delaware. O. 

Most important of the developments at 
the hearing was the admission by Dr. frvin 
Workman, physician of Kenyon college, that 
he believed the lad was lying between the 
tracks when the engine struck him. Dr. 
Workman reviewed the situation of the 
wounds upon the body when he first saw it 
and pronounced them.such as could not 
easily have been made if the lad had been 
sitting on the rall, as claimed. 

Dr. Workman refused to commit himself 
to a positive statement as to whether young 
Pierson was tied down. He wae subiccted to 
a severe cross examination by Prosecutor 
Stillwell and left the courtroom in anger. 


_ Attorney Is Ejected. 

At the beginning of the hearing Robert N. 
Greer, attorney for President Pierce of Ken- 
yon college and for certain of the fraternity 
there, attempted to gain admittance to the 
courtroom. He was ejected and at once left 
the court. ’ 

Neither President Pierce nor’ any of the 
coHege men respon to thelr subpceenas, 
but they are expected to later in the hearing. 

The members of the train crew said they 
noticed no one on the track or by the side 
of the track at the place where Pierson is 
beileved to have been killed as the train 
dashed by on Saturday night. 

Prosecutor Stillwell said: 

“So far there has not been sufficient evi- 
dence brought out In the inquest to show 
that Stuart Pierson was tied to the railroad 
tracks. but by tomorrow I expect evidence 
to show some startling facts.’’

Weaver a Popular Idol. 

Mayor Weaver has made a wonderful vault 
from a mediocre city father to a popular 
idol. He-has rushed around the city of late 
in an automobile, speaking at one meeting 
after another in succession. In. each case 
there have been significant gatherings. Hails 
and tents have been packed early in the even- 
ing, overfiow meetings have been resorted to, 
and everywhere the mayor has been received 
with unbounded enthusiasm. 

As ts the case in the Jerome movement in 
New York, people are participating here in 
the active management of the city party who 
hitherto never have paid any attention to 
politics. Poor mem have contributed small 
sums of money out of their wages, and the 
real interest manifested by the rank and 
file of the city Is the best possible index to 
the extent of the revolution. 

Mayor Weaver is not a particularly at- 
tractive speaker. He would not, under ordi- 
nary circumstances, carry a crowd with him. 
His diction is prosaic, he frequently rambies 
and often repeats himself; yet circumstances 
have put him to. the front, and the people 
are doing the best they can to keep him 
there. They cheer him long and loudly, and 
the mayor, who never has been &@ bad man, 
although he consorted witn ..¢@ gang for 
years, rejoices in these evidences ol popular 
approval, and shows it by his manner. He 
has found out-—late In life, to be sure—that 
it really pays to be honest in politics, and 
that reform is the best means of securing the 
hearty support of the people. 


Gang on the Toboggan. 

On the other hand the republican bosses 
have been hard hit of late and seem to be 
sliding down the toboggan at an increasingly 
rapid rate. They realized early in the cam- 
paign that they would probably losé this elec- 
tion in Philadelphia, but they were fot espe- 
clally excited about that, as the coroner, 
sheriff, and other officers to be elected now 
are not absolutely necessary to the scheme 
of graft.

REGULATING GAS RATES. 

When the city council set out to regulate 
the price of gas a few years ago it attempted 
to exercise a power which the legislature 
had not conferred upon it. The last general 
asseinbly passed a law granting the power 
if the voters see fit to accept it. They will 
vote on the question next Tuesday. 

_If the law shall be ratified the council will 
have authority to prescribe maxithum rates 
and charges for the supply of gas and elec- 
tricity for power, heating, and lighting. 
The rate must be “ just and reasonable.” 
If the companies affected shall be of the 
opinion that they are not they will take the 
question into the courts and it will be de- 
termined there. They will permit no unjust 
rate to be enforced. 

It is the geveral opinion that the price of 
Chicago gas is too high. All the evidence 
obtainable supports that opinion. Unless 
the public is altogether mistaken the price 
should be lowered. If the law conferring 
authority upon the city is ratified the pop- 
ular demand for cheaper gas may in time 
be gratified, as it should be to the extent 
that it is a just demand. If the council is 
empowered to regulate rates it assuredly 
will not act hastily. It will investigate the 
matter thoroughly to avoid falling into the 
error of presenting unjust and unreasonable 
rates which the courts will be compelled to 
set aside. The legislature has authority to 
regulate the price of gas, but never has 
acted in the premises, and probably never 
will. If consumers are to have relief they 
must look to the council for it. Therefore 


it is advisable that they vote to accept the 


power offered the city by the general as- 
sembly. 

The law also authorizes the municipality 
to sell “ surplus electricity.” That is not a 
dangerous power, because it is stipulated 
that the city shall not sell electricity so long 
as it is “ needed for light, heat, and power 
for municipal purposes.” This is equiva- 
lent to saying that the city shall not supply 
4 electricity to private individuals. That is 
a wise restriction and, therefore, unaccept- 
able to municipal ownerites.

Colbert, the duke de Saint Bimon, author of 
the famous “ Memoirs,” the cardinal de 
Lorraine, Louls XVL, Queen Marie An-. 
toinette, and many other historic personages 
have been hospitably entertained at Dam- 
pierre, and, unlike so many other French 
chfiteaux, it escaped all injury at the time 
of the great revolution, owing to the duke 
de Luynes of the day déclining to emigrate 
along with the royal princes and the nobies, 
and to his remaining quietly at Dampierre 
throughout the whole of the reign of terror. 
He was wont to describe himseii as “* Citl- 
sen’ Luynes, became a member of the sen- 
ate in lsu, and died during the reign of the 
first Napoleon. 

It is to his son that Dampierre is indebted 
for some of its finest statuary and picrures. 
He was @ man of great erudition and @ col- 
lector of art treasures, conspicuous among 
which are Ingre’s celebrated masterpieces 
representing the golden age. He sacriuced a 
considerable part of his fortune for the 
cause of the royalist pretender, the late 
count de. Chamberd, and, Ike his son and 
grandson, remained aloof from the Tuileries, 
For the duke, whose widow hag just died 
at Dampierre, held a commission in the 
papal zouaves until the invasion of his na- 
tive land and the fall of the empire caused 
him to place his sword at the disposal of 
France. 


The present duke and eek siiotels of Dampterre 
is the chief Meutenant and grand master of 
the household of the duke of Orieans, at- 
tended him as such at the time of his mar- 
riage at. Vienna, and, in the improbabie event 
of a@ royalist restoration, would undoubtediy 
be appointed minister of the royeil house 


j and grand marshal of the court. He is mar> 


ried to a sister of the present duke d’ Uses, 
and, as his only sister t*¢ married to tne 
duke de Noailies, and his wife's brother 
is married to the duke Ge Brissac, ali these 
young dukes and duchesses, each bearing an 
historic name, and possessed of great weaith, 
form an infiuential coterie, and are known 
in Paria as “ the party of the dukes.”’ 
—_ 

It ie from the house of the dukes de Luynes 
in Paris that the duke of Orieans was car- 
ried off to prisom after his reiurn to France 
in defiance of the decree of banishment pro- 
nounced against him. His devotion to the 
royalist pretender does not prevent the duke 
de Luynes from placing his sword at the 
service of the republic, and he holds @ com- 
mission on the reserve of the Seventeenth 
regiment of chausseur a cheval. Besides 
being duke of Luynes, he is likewise duke of 
Chevreuse, prince of Neuchatel and of Val- 
lengin (titles which have been in his family 
for 200 years), duke of Montfort, and count 
de Dunois, all of them names that have fig- 
ured repeatedly in French history. The 
family is originally of Italian origin, and its 
patronymic is d’Albert, which is the Galli- 
cized form of Alberti. The Albertis were 
in the thirteenth and fourteenth centuries 
one of the grandest patrician houses of Flor- 
ence. They have been settled in France: 
since the reign of King Charles VIL., and 
the dukedom of Luynes dates from 1619, 
when it was created in favor of Charles, 
marquis d’Albert and constable of France. 
Unlike so many other French honors, it has 
descended since then through the male line 
direct, and, as the present duke has two or 
three young sons, the further succession 
geems to be assured, 


> 

In one way the death of the late Guchess of 
Luyhes will be a relief to her son, the duke. 
For, like so many other great ladies, she had 
little or no knowledge of the value of money, 
and behaved with such extravagance that, 
when her son attained his majority, he found 
his great inheritance terribly embarrassed; 
s0 much so that when his sister married the 
duke de Noailles, in 1802, there was some 
difficulty about turning over to her at the 
time in full the fortune to which she was 
entitled. Fortunately, the duke is a singwlar- 
ly able business man, and,has not only re- 
stored order to his affairs, and prosperity to 
the ducal house of uynes, but has likewise 
managed to make 4 new fortune by his min- 


‘Ing ventures in South Africa. Thus, he is 


president of the North Witwatersrand gold 
mines, which are among the most profitable 
in South Africa, and has among his fellow 
directors Gem Sir Stanley Clarke, the senior 
equerry of King Edward, and Sir Lepel 
Griffin. 
~~ 

The representative of the company at 
Johannesburg is Jacques de Waru, who owes 
his title of “count” not to any reigning 
sovereign, but to the duke of Orleans, who 
conferred it in recognition of Mme. de Waru’s 
great success im collecting funds for the roy- 
alist cause among her new rich friends and 
social aspirants at Paris. As to whether the 
duke of Orleans; in his rdleas pretender, and 
as never having reigned, has any right to 
create titles of nobility, is another question. 

Mme. de Waru is the daughter of that ex- 
traordinary man who, starting life as a 
Yorkshire stable boy named Ward, went out 
with a string of English horses to Italy, 
where, through the favor of the « «e of 
Parma, he became eventually prime minister, 
general, and baron. His daughter married 
in the first place the late Marquis Hervey 
de St. Denis, a savant of ancient lineage but 
of small fortune, and, being always in the 
vanguard of fashion, she would in those days 
have come to financial grief had it not been 
for the boundless generosity of the late 
duchess de Luynes, who not only furnished 
her with an income but actually presented 
her with a furnished house, horses, and car- 
riages. On the death of the marquis his 
widow. married Jacques de Waru, son of a 
famous French railroad magnate who had 
bitterly opposed the match.

NEWS OF THE THEATERS. 


Mr. Mansfield’s Lecture. 

Music hall was filled to its last available 
space yesterday afternoon and it Is stated 
that several hundred persons were turned 
away, unable to secure tickets of admission. 
The occasion was the inauguration of the 
serie> of Thureday afternoon lectures on 
“The Poetic Drama,’’ given under the 
auspices of the University Lecture associa- 
tion. It would be pleasant to believe that 
interest in the poetic drama and enthusiasm 
for its support were responsible for this 
crush of eager patrons, but unfortunately 
the widespread popularity enjoyed by Rich- 
ard Mansfield, who was the speaker of the 
afternoon, must be taken into consideration 
and justifies the statement that once again It 
was a case of the individuality of the player 
rather than the play as an art that attract- 
ed. Next week, when Prof. Clark discusses 
Stephen Phillips’ ‘‘ Ulysses,”’ we shall be 
able to judge as to the real interest taken 
in the poetic drama. 

Mr. Mansfield appeared on the platform at 
3:15 and spoke for some forty minutes. He 
faced an audience almost exclusively femi- 
nine, mere man being so sparingly represent- 
ed in the assemblage as to seem distinctly 
out of place. Asking indulgence for reading 
his lecture Instead of speaking from memory, 
the actor entered at once on his discussion of 
“The Art of Talking versus the Art of Act- 
ing.”” It was a skillfully worded, entertain- 
ing, sane presentment of a plea: for the es- 
tablishment of a national theater in this 


country. 
It was the expresston of a man who had 


considered the subject from the practical 


side as well &s the artistic, and who, while he 
had little hopes that his plea would result 
in anything particularly definite, still was 
convinced that the scheme was feasible. He 
spoke with delightful ease, and in all he said 
there was a spirit of kindliness and good 
humor, coupled with sincerity And thorough 
understanding, that made the talk interest- 
ing and at the same time entertaining. The 
actor declared his belief that there was 
no likelhood of the stage dying of neglect 


here or elsewhere. 


-o- 

‘** But it cannot be denied,’’ he said, “‘ that 
at this moment the stage is drifting hither 
and thither. Every breath of air and every 
current of public opinion impels it first in 
one direction and then in another. At one 
moment we may be in the doldrums of the 
English society drama, or we are sluggishly 
rolling along in a heavy groundswell pro- 
pelled by a passing cat’s paw of revivals of 
old melodramas. Again we catch a faint 
northerly breeze from Ibsen, or a southeaster 
from Maeterlinck and Hauptmann. Some- 
times we set all our sails to woo that ever 
clearing breeze of Shakspeare, only to be 
forced out of our course by a sputter of rain 
and Irish mist and half a squai! from George 
Bernard Shaw, but the greater part of the 
time the ship of the stage is careering wildly 
under bare poles with a man lashed to the 
helm before a hurricane of comic opera! 

“ But whilst the press, which is the voice of 
the public, is finding fault with the conditions 
of the stage, it is perhaps forgotten that the 
public itself is largely responsible for this 
condition. There has, ever since I have had 
the honor and privilege of appearing before 
American audiences, been this same outcry 
against the American stage, and there has 
always been sufficient interest at work to 
make this outcry, but never sufficient inter- 
est to do anything about it, and here isa case 
of talk versus acting. 

“Yet here are some 90,000,000 of people 
possessed of the greatest wealth of any na- 
tion in the world. It is just as easy to have 
a national theater in this country as it is in 
France or Germany. It is now some seven 
years since I attended a delightful function 
in this city, and being called upon to make 
some remarks and being totally unprepared, 
it occurred to me to suggest the establish- 
ment Ph a national theater. This suggestion 
was Widely discussed at that time by the 
press and immediately after forgotten. Since 
then various eminent persons have stolen my 
thunder; but neither my thunder nor their 
echo of it has cleared the air, and today the 
stage of this country—as indeed in England— 
is in the same unsatisfactory condition. And 
so we talk and don't act.”’

Turning to consideration of the attitude of 
the press and the public toward the stage, 
Mr. Mansfield reminded hig hearers that 
neither the stage nor the drama derives the 
slightest benefit from “* being constantly re- 
minded that Mr. Garrick is dead.’ Times 
have changed and with them the demands 
made on the theater. The“ standards are so 
much higher than in the days of Garrick and 
Edmund Kean that a hasty or superficial rep- 
resentation of any one of these men’s master- 
pieces would not be tolerated. Sir Henry 
Irving has, alas, just passed away, and the 
wreath of everlasting fame has been placed 
upon his tomb in Westminster abbey by a

This new board will Sioa rachocte beyond

Yet under the 
act it is not required to have a permanent 
place of business. There is no requirement 
for any publicity whatever of ite acts, It 
need not publish reports of its financial oper- 
pair aopes There is no provision in the act cov- 

rene Bis the deposit of its funds, or securing a 

from its treasurer. There is nothing in 

the act to compel accounting for interest on 
its funds deposited in any bank. 

This commission might sell bonds to ths 
extent of $4,000,000, deposit thé money in 
any bank it chose for two years or more and 
not account for the interest. 

There is no provision whatever as to how 
and where the commission shall proceed to 
secure land for the preserve. All authority 
for the improvement of such lands is be- 
stowed upon the commission without any 
restrictions. There is in fact nothing <0 
prevent gross favoritism in any or all of 
such operations. 

It must be borne In mind that the board will 
be a separate municipality over which neither 
the city nor county can exercise the least 
control, 

- 


Creates a New Taxing Body. 

Even if the act were reasonably .good it 
would still be objectionable in that it estab- 
lishes another taxing administrative board. 
If there is anything that Chicago, its citizens, 
its press, its civic bodies, have been agreed 
upon in the past it is that we have toomany 
taxing boards and too wasteful a system of 
administration. United efforts have been 
made for several years to secure consolida- 
tion and other charter reforms. These ob- 
jecis have been almost universally approved. 
But this movement is in the opposite direc- 
tion. 

The proposed board and district never can 
be incorporated with other park boards of 
the city, unless the city limits should be ex- 
ténded to cover nearly all of Cook county. 
This is so nearly an impossibility that it need 
not be discussed. 

Thus, instead of improvement in the city, 
there would be less reventie, less efficiency, 
and less prospect for improvement, all tothe 
end that a strip of country entirely outside of 
the city may be provided for future genera- 
tions. Granting the merit of the object, it is 
an extravagance which the city should not 
induige. It would take money from its police 
fund, its educational fund, its street cleaning 
fund, and all other funds, every one of which 
is now notoriously inadequate for their re- 
quirements. 

As soon as organized the commission may 
issue bonds to the extent of $4,000,000. The 
plea that it will not do so is an acknowledg- 
ment that it will not execute the objects of 
the measure, andin that case the commission 
is needless. 

Authority for the first bond issue (1 per 
centum on the assessed valuation) goes with 
the creation of the commission. Afterward 
the commission may issue bonds up to 8 per 
centum of the valuation, about $9,000,000 ad- 
ditional, on favorable referendum. For this 
they may submit the question to the voters 
without petition, and remember that for such 
additional bond issue only a majority of those 
voting on the question is required—not, as in 
this first instance, a majority of the votes 
cast in the district.

What It Will Cost. 


The commission may also levy a tax of 1 
mill on the equalized valuation of property in 
the district, which would amount to over 
$400.000 a year. Interest on $4,000,000 of 
bonds would be $160,000 additional. Sinking 
fund, $200,000 more. Of course the forestry 
fund would be scaled, but in any event it 
would amount to somewhere from $400,000 to 
$800,000. 

The educational fund would lose by it to 
begin with, on our lowest calculation, nearly 
$100,000. If anything is accomplished by the 
new board the loss to the educational fund 
would be greater, and to all other funds in 
proportion. In the meantime the streets are 
being cleaned in the loop district mainly by 
private subscription, and large areas of the 
city are practically without police protection. 

A system of non-improvement would les- 
sen the outlay, as indicated, but it fs not likely 
that a policy of making the people of the pres- 
ent generation pay for the parks, and, at the 
same time, deprive them of a limited use of 
them would be acceptable or even advisable.

Returning at the close of his talk to the 
subject of the national theater, Mr, Mansfield 
said that the first cost would of necessity be 
large, but that he believed that such an un- 
dertaking could be made to pay. He con- 
tinued: 

“T have come to the conclusion that the 
national theater should have ite home not 
only in New York or in Chicago, but In both 
cjties. That is to say, a theater should be 
erected in New York and its duplicate in 
Chicago. Then both the capital of the west 
and the capital of the east would have its 
theater. Half the season would be given to 
New York and the other half to Chicago. 
The members of the national theater should 
be elected by a board of directors and should 
be chosen from the American and British 
stage alike or from any country where Eng- 
lish ts the language of its people. 

‘‘Every inducement should be offered to 
secure the services of the best actors—by 
actors I mean actors of both sexes—and those 
who had served for a certain number of years 
should be entitled to a pension upon retire- 
ment. And as a painter in England ts proud 
to place R. A. (Royal Academician) after his 
name, so it is to be hoped that N. T. CNation- 
1 theater) would confer an honoring signifi- 
cance. It is not necessary to bother you with 
further detalis, and I only mention this to 
impress you with the fact the national thea- 
ter {s a practical possibility. 

‘‘From my personal experience I am con- 
vinced that serious effort upon the American 
stage meets with a hearty indorsement, and 
I am equally convinced that both here and 
in New York the national theater would be 
crowded at every performance. We are 
supposed to be a laughter loving people, and 
many business men point out to me that 
when they have finished their day’s work 
they are too tired to consider anything but 
a burlesque or a cemic upera or a light farce, 
but I don’t think they have ever stopped to 
consider the fact that a shallow entertain- 
ment does not help to take them out of their 
business thoughts into the depths of other 
ideas.””
